A, It is a science, which describes the earth, 
with its parts, limits, situations, &c. 

Q. What is Astronomy ? 

A. It is a science, which treats of the heav- 
enly bodies, and explains their motions, magni- 
tudes, &c. 

Q. By whom was astronomy first cultivated ? 

A. By ChaldeanSy Egyptians, and Phenicians* 

Q. Wha first taught the true Solar System ? 

A. Pytliagoras, the scholar of Thales, 500 
years before Christ ; biit the knowledge of it 
was nearly lost, t^y^envCdp^icps!- revived it in 
1530* It is now caTJed the Copernicah System* 

Q. Explain this ^yitd^ii - \ " 

A* It supposes ,th£.*Sijn tcibe in the centre, 
and the well known; :})ismt^t^i, to revolve around 
him in the following order TMef-cury, Venus, 
Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, HerschcL 

Q. In what time do the planets revolve around 
the sun ? 

A* Mercury, the nearest to the sun, revolves 
around it in 87 days 23 hours — Venus in 224 
days 17 hours — The earth in 365 days 6 hours ; 
its distance from the sun is about 95,173,127 
miles — Mars in 686 days 17 hours — Jupiter, the 
largest of all the planets, performs its revolution 
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in 4,;522 days — Saturn in 10,759 days — Hers- 
chel, the farthercst planet from the Sun, revolves 
around it in 83 years, 140 days, 8 hours- 

Q. What is the Sun ? 

A. It is supposed to be a vast globe of fircy 
whose diameter is 890,000 miles, and whose bo- 
dy is more than a million times larger than the 
earth. 

Q. What is the Moon ? 

A. It is an opaque body, like all the planets, 
and shines only by reflecting the light of the sun, 

Q. How is an eclipse of the sun caused ? 

A. By the interpositicMi of the moon between 
the earth and sun* 

Q. What causes an eclipse of the moon ? ' 

A. It is caused by the earth passing between 
it and the sun* 

Q, What are.Comets ? 

A, They are opaque bodies, descending from 
the remote parts of, the J^j^tetp, with inconceiv- 
able vclMi^j,: ap^J^'caHag soii&etimcs bright and 
it)und, ^MetiAies. MltK gt* 'transparent fiery tail, 
and sometimes"; fen^t(?&ig: beams on all sides. 

Q. What ^^i^e§iea stars? 

A. They Vre^iHosfr feat eiily bodies, which at 
all times preserve tKc same situation with regard 
to each other. 

Q. What is the Galaxy ? 

A. It is a broad circle, encompassing the 
heavens, which appears to consist of innumera- 
ble stars, and by their blendid rays, diffusing" a 
whiteness on that part of the firmament* 

Q. What is the figure of the earth ? 

A. It is supposed to be spherical* 

Q, Is it perfectly rcimd if 



A. It IS not ; its diameter, from east to wesfy 
is 34 miles longer than from north to south. 

Q. How often does the earth revolve on its 
axis ? 

A. Once in 24 hours, west to east, which 
causes the continual succession of day and night ; 
this is called its diurnal motion^ 

Q. WliQt is the axis of the earth ? 

A- An imaginary lin€ passing through the 
centre of the earth from north to south, the ex- 
treme points of which are called the poles. 

Q- What is the Equator ? 

A. A circle passing round the middle of the 
earth from west to east. The equator divides^ 
the earth into the northern and southern hemis- 
pheres. 

Q. What is the Meridian ? 

A. A circle cutting the equator at right an- 
gles, and passing through the poles. The me- 
ridian divides the earth into the eastern and wes- 
tern hem^ispheres* 

Q. What is the Ecliptic ? 

A. It is a great circfe, in the plane of which 
the earth performs her annual revolution around 
the sun. 

Q. How is the ecliptic divided ? 

A. Into 12 equal parts of 30 degrees each, 
called signs. 

Q. What is the horizon ? 

A. The sensible horizon, is that circle which 
bo inds our prospect, wlxere the earth and heav- 
eiis meet ; the rational horizon, is a plane which 
passes through the centre of the earth, dividing 
it int ^ two equ^^ piarts. 

Q. What arc the colu^es ? 
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A. The equinoctial colure is that circle whiclv 
passes through the poles, and the points Arius 
and Libra, and making the seasons of spring and 
autumn — ^the solstitial colure is that which shew^s 
the solstitial points, cutting Cancer and Capri- 
corn, making summer and winter. 

Q. What is the Zodiac ? 

A. It is the greatest imaginary circle in the 
heavens, and comprehends the orbits of all the 
planets. 

Q. What are the Tropics ? 

A. They are circles drawn parallel to the e- 
quator, at the distance of 23 ^ 28' on each side of it. 

Q. What are the polar circles ? 

A. They are circles drawn at the distance of 
23^28' from the poles. The northern is called 
the Arctic, and the southern the Antarctic circle* 

Q. How many zones are there ? 

A^ Five. The torrid lies betwccti the trop- 
ics ; the two temperate between the tropics and 
the polar-circles ; and the two frigid lie beyond 
the polar circles. 

Q. What is latitude ? 

A. Any distance from the equator, either north 
or south. / 

Q. Where do you begin to reckon latitude ? - 

A. At the equator. 

Q. How many degrees of latitudie are there ? 

A. Ninety. 

Q, What is longitude? 

A. Any distance either east or west of any 
meridian. 

Q. How many degrees of longitude are there ? 

A. One hundred and eighty,. 

Q. What is a map? 



A. It is a representation of the earth's surface^ 
or some part of it,, delineuted on a pl^ne.

A. East by the Atlantic ; west by the north 
Pacific ocean ; south by the 10th degree of north' 
latitude, from whence it extends to the north pole* 

Q. What is the climate ? 

A. In a country so extensive as North- Ameri* 
ca, the climate must of course be various. 

Q. W hat bays ?ire there in North-America ? 

A. Baffin's bay is the largest ; it lies beyond 
the 70th degree of north latitude-— Hudson's 
bay is 300 miles broad — the bay or gulf of St» ^-C>

which are Lake Superior, which is 1500 miles in 
circumference, being the largest body of fresh 
water on the globe.

A. Winnipiseoge is the principal ,- it is 24 
miles long and from 3 to 12 broad ; it is frozen 
about thr^e months in a year. 

Q. What is the soil ? 

A. In general, rich and productive.
